PEAKING before the Big Four State Convention of oil 

men at Kansas City, W. A. James, advertising man- 

ager of Hudson Motor Car Company, noted that the world 

is on the way to motor fuels that will use much higher per- 

centages of the crude oil than are now available under pres- 

ent processes of manufacture. “Today,” said Mr. James, 

“about 30 per cent. of the crude reaches the motorist’s tank 
in the form of gasoline. That ratio must go higher.” 

Mr. James feels that this will be accomplished by 
having the automotive engineer design motors to fit 
fuels and not demanding that special fuels shall be sup- 
plied to fit his designs. “It is clearly in the public inter- 
est,” he said, “that motor cars shall be so designed that 
the refiners can get more gallons of motor fuel from. -* 
barrel of crude oil, and so that motor car users thus can 
get more mileage from the oil resources of the coun. ‘ry. 

. “In the motor car field today we are on the way to 
designs which, like the Diesel, employ the principles of hi, 
compression and high temperatures. We won’t use crude 
oil for a long time at least, but gasoline need not be as 
highly volatile as it is now—a much higher percentage of 
crude oil will be in each gallon of gasoline the motorist buys. 
The power output of these engines of the future will be 
higher, performance smoother, and standards of economy 
improved. Fuel will be the so-called ‘low-grade.’ ”

between 250,000 and 300,000 units.” 

During 1927 there has been a slight general decline in 
buSiness under the level attained in 1926, which was a 
record-breaking period in almost all lines. This decline 
probably runs about 10 to 12 per cent. under last year. The 
balance of business is a nice one; just a few points in the 
percentage column separate good from poor. 

It is our feeling that the virtual shut-down of the 
Ford Motor Company during the latter half of 1927 has 
been responsible for the general slight decline in business 
volume. This company goes into the most remote hamlet, 
bringing money into the community and furnishing u 
means of livelihood to thousands mechanics, 
ete. With the supply of Ford cars shut off, this source of 
income has run dry, affecting almost every city, town and 
village in the country. It is our feeling also that with the 
Ford business under way again the effect of general busi- 
ness will be immediately and beneficially felt. 

At any rate, “it won’t be long now.” 

Since the above editorial was written, Col. Leonard 
Ayres, vice-president of the Cleveland Trust Company, has 
issued one of his periodie bulletins, which confirms in rather 

striking fashion the suggestion of this newspaper with 
regard to the part that the Ford shut-down has played in 
producing the recent business slackness. 

Col. Ayres says very frankly that in his opinion the 
slowing down of business in the second and third quarters 
of this year when viewed in restrospect will be found to have 
been caused in no small measure by the shutting down of 
the Ford plants.

While a_per-

the car from responsibility, nor is 
the pedestrian free of all blame be- 
cause of the driver’s carelessness.

Capitol Opposed 
To Insurance Law 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, Oct. 17.—A proposal 
for compulsory automobile liability 
insurance for the 100,000 motor 
vehicle owners of the nation’s cap- 
ital is meeting with determined 
opposition and in some instances 
representatives of the insurance 
business are not whole-heartedly 
in favor of it. 

Opponents of the proposed legis- 
lation voiced their objections at a 
meeting here today under auspices 
of the Washington Chamber of 
Commerce. Among the prominent 
oppositionists are A. M. Loomis of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion; Henry C. Young of the Wash- 
ington Insurance Exchange and C 
H. Warrington of the Washington 
Automotive Trade Association. 

Mr. Loomis declared that it would 
not reduce the frequency or the se- 
riousness of accidents, and is likely 
to make automobile drivers less 
careful, adding that compulsory in- 
surance does not guarantee payment 
of damages in all cases. 

It was advocated that the traffic 
laws be made more stringent in an 
effort to reduce reckless driving.

Owner Have as Little Battery Trouble 
As Possible, Is Shattuck’s Suggestion 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 
ANY an owner has driven 
his- car into his garage at 

night with the components func- 
tioning as they should, but when 
an attempt is made in the morn- 
ing to start the engine the start- 
er doesn’t perk. And sometimes 
the use of the crank is equally as 
productive of results. The owner 
then and there decides the bat- 
tery must be dead and on turn- 
ing on the lights they either do 
not flicker or are a dull red. So 
the owner gets a battery dealer 
on the phone and up comes the 
service wagon with a rental bat- 
tery. And the battery man finds 
that the battery cable either is so 
covered with that sticky green 
matter or so eaten by the de- 
posit that there is no real con- 

ction between the terminal of 
he cable and that of the battery. 

So the battery man sells and in- 
stalls a new cable and generally 
makes a charge for the service run. 
Now what has this to do with the 
car dealer? It has much. If the 
dealer does not believe he should 
render any battery service then the 
user of a car he sells should be ex- 
pected to experience trouble and 
expense as did the owners who call 
in the battery man. But on the 
other hand if the dealer believes a 
battery is a needed component of 
the car then he should see to it 
that his customers do not experi- 
ence the trouble described. 

Hundreds of cars pass through 

the service station with batteries 
having a terminal corroded and 
many cable terminals about ‘o 
pass out of the picture. The 
average owner does not know why 
this green deposit accumulates. 
Few do not care. Some rely upon 
a battery shop to clean the ter- 
minals when renewing the supply 
of water or testing. But the fact 
remains that many an owner has 
paid a battery shop money’ when 
the expense could have been 
avoided. 

Just why so many service stations 
pass a car out as O. K. after repairs 
without looking over the battery is a 
question. Some do, but more do not, 
because they believe that battery 
care is up to the owner and the bat- 
tery dealer. But is it? 

Those dealers who sell transpor- 
tation instead of cars, and who 
render the type of service that satis- 
fies and keeps maintenance costs 
down, see to it that batteries do not 
fail. A part of the inspection sor- 
vice of the car is an examination of 
the battery. Dirty terminals are 
cleaned and then inspected. If the 
cté@le is badly corroded the owner is 
got in touch with and is sold on 
the need of a new battery cable. 

There is one car dealer render- 
ing a battery service and selling 
his customers replacement bat- 
teries that places battery inspec- 
tion on the inspection form and 
the condition of battery, cables, 
etc., is checked on the report. This 
dealer is interested in seeing to it 
that his customers have as little 
battery trouble and expense as is 
practical and in keeping them 
satisfied with their investment.
